THANKS AMERICANS 
FOR SENDING FOOD 


Veiithful Monarch Directs 
His Army From Small 
Corner of Belgium Still 
Under His Rule. 


SAYS HIS MEN SAVED 
DUNKIRK AND CALAIS 


Proud of Courage Shown 
by Belgian Troops When 
They Turned and Held 
Germans at Yser.

Grand Headquarters of the King of 
the Belgians, in West Flanders, Bel- 
gium, Sunday, Decembef 20.—(Via 
London, December 23.)—In the coun- 
cil chamber of an ancient Flemish 
town hall from which. he is directing, 
under German shell fire, the resist- 
ance of his war-worn little army 
blocking the road to Dunkirk and 
Calais, King Albert, of the Belgians, 
today told the Associated Press of the 
stand his soldiers are making against 
the German invaders. The king’s 
headquarters is located on one of the 
remaining dry areas of that small cor- 
ner of Belgium still under his rule. 

King Albert also requested the As- 
sociated Press to convey to the people 
of the United States his deep grati- 
tude for their efforts to feed his. sub- 
jects under German military rule. 

The monarch was alone when the 
correspondent was admitted to the 
council chamber. He wore the simple 
undress uniform of a general of artil- 
lery without insignia, beyond braided 
shoulder stripes, to distinguish him 
from a staff officer. 

Youthful Face Careworn. 

Physically King Albert looks har- 
dened, but lines of care show in his 
otherwise youthful face. In manner 
he is decidedly shy and he apologized 
for his English, which, however, was 
fluent. The light from a smoky oil 
lamp barely penetrated the recesses 
of the great hall, where from the 
walls empty picture frames stared 
down. 

When the king saw the eyes of the 
correspondent fixed on these blank 
epaces, where a few months ago in- 
valuable Flemish canvasses hung, he 
amiled and said he no longer expect- 
ed the Germans to be in a position 
even to take the frames. 

Modestiy he praised the courage of 
his soldier” 

“I believe,” he said, “my army is 
courageous. My people, however, are 
too democratic for the same disci- 
pline that prevails in conscript armies. 
You will see something of the bravery 
of my people when tomorrow you 
shall have the chance to witness the 
peasants working in their fields un- 
der shell fire, concerned only for the 
losses of their homes, the destruction 
of which causes them great erief.”’ 

Thanks American People. 

When Edgar Senger, Belgian at- 


‘tache to the Amerfan commission for 


the relief of Belgium, entered and 
presented King Albert with ’a report 
from the commiesion showing that 
enough food was in sight to feed his 
neople until February 12, the king 
turned quickly to the correspondent, 
saying: ° 

“Will you be kind enough to convey 
to the American people my deep erati- 


tude?” 


He then wrote in English the fol- 
lowing message: 

“The magnificent generosity of the 
American people in forwarding im- 
mense quantities of gifts of foodstuffs 
to my suffering people affords me in- 
tense Satisfaction and touches me very 
deeply. 

“In this. mv countrv’s 
nothing has supported me more than 
the sympathy and the superb gener- 
esity of those who have assisted in ma- 
terlally lessening the same, and I de- 
sire to offer my deepest thanks and at 
the same time to convey a message of 
good wil! for the new vear. 

(Signed) “ALBERT, 

“King of the Belgians.” 

King Albert was anxious to have the 
American people know, as he put it, 
the facts of the story of how his 
troops, demoralized and disorganized 
by their disheartening retreat almost 
across the limits of their own country, 
turned at bay along the Yser and held 
back the Germans there at frightful 
cost in killed and wounded to their 
army, and of the almost incalculable 
loss suffered in the deliberate inunda- 
tion by its owners of the most valu- 
able agricultural part of the country. 

“Saved Dunkirk and Calais.” 

"In one of those terrible nine days 
in the trenches along the Yser,” the 
king said, “I Know that 700 of our 
brawe RKelgian soldiers were killed 
outright.” 

King Albert continued: 

“I believe I am not claiming too 
much to Say that our army saved Dun- 
kfrk and Calais at the battle of the 
Yser.” 

The king praised the good spirits of 
his soldiers now in the trenches. When 
the correspondent expressed a desire 
to see the Belgian soldiers actually in 
the trenches, he said: 

“You may, but I cannot promise that 
this will be without risk. Mrs. Asquith 
expressed the same desire while she 
was Visiting my wife a short time ago. 
When the party was taken to’ the sec- 
ond line of trenches a big German shell] 
fell near by and it did not make our 
guests feel comfortable.,”’ 

When the correspondent inquired as 
to the King’s own safety, King Albert 
smilingly replied: 

“We must live 
here.”’ 

Later inspections 
mark to be literally true, as scarcely 
a square mile of Belgium left under 
the rule of her king is free from the 
danger of shell fire.

PERIOD OF PROSPERITY 
PREDICTED BY SCHWAB 


$300,000,000 Worth of War 
Supplies Purchased Here, 
He Declares. 


ee 


New York, December 23.—Furopean 
nations have placed contracts in the 
United States for more than $300,000,- 
000 worth of supplies since the begin- 
ning of the war, according to Charles 
M. Schwab, president of the Bethlehem 


Steel corporation, who returned from 
England today on the Lusitania. Mr. 
Schwab declared that as a result of 
this buying the United States now was 
at the threshhold of the “greatest 
period of prosperity it has seen in 
many years.” 

Mr. Schwab went to England to can- 
cel provisional contracts he had made 
with the British government for the 
building of submarines. He did this, 
he said today, after having been ad- 
vised by Secretary Bryan that for an 
American concern to supply submarines 
to any of the belligerent nations would 
be a violation of neutrality. The con- 
tracts given up, he said, were worth 
more than $15,000,000, but he was able 
to secure others while abroad for the 
supply of various munitions of war. 
He declined to say with what nation 
they had been negotiated. 

“The next big problem the United 
States will have to face,” said Mr. 
Schwab, “will be development of trans- 
portation facilities to handle the tre- 
mendous i:icreases in manufacturing 
and commercial enterprises. 

“The period of prosperity that I pre- 
dicted on my last return from Europe 
is about on us. The contracts placed 
with American manufacturing concerns 
by Europe call for delivery within the 
year, but I look to see a big revival 
of business in every line.” 

Mr. Schwab, on his previous trip, was 
a@ passenger on the steamship Olympic 
when that ship went to the rescue of 
the dreadnaught Audacious. He de- 
clined then to confirm or deny the in- 
cident, pleading that he was honor 
bound not to speak of it. 

Asked today if the Audacious did go 
down, his reply was: 

“It certainly did.”’ 


Kansas City, Mo., December 23.— 
Figures announced today by the Com- 
mereial club show that five million dol- 
lars worth of horses and mules have 
been marketed through Kansas City to 
the British government. One manu- 
facturer alone has supplied to the same 
market half a million pairs of shoes for 
soldiers. The exports of fifty-two flour 
mills in‘this district have been 217,000 
barrels this year, compared with 75,000 
barrels last year. 


PAPERS GO ON RECOR 
N HOPKINS DNORGE 


Special Order Signed Permit- 
ting Papers to Be Filed 
in Spite of Error. 


New York, December 23.—(Special.) 
An order signed today by Supreme 
Court Justice Giegerich, permitting the 
filing of the complaint and answer in 
a suit for divorce brought last August 
by Mrs. McKie Bennett Hopkins 
against Dr. John Randolph Hopkins, 
discloses that the defendant named is 
a well-known and wealthy resident of 
Atlanta, Ga., and father of Russell 
Hopkins, who had a town house at 2 
East Fifty-fifth street, and a country 
place adjoining Mrs. Helen Gould 
Shepard’s estate at Irvinton. 

The complaint was served on Dr. 
Hopkins on August 26 last, and under 
the rules of the supreme court should 
have been filed within three days. His 
answer was served at once by his at- 
torney, William Harman Black, on his 
wife’s attorneys, O'Gorman, Battle & 
VanDiver. The attorney neglected to 
file these papers within the time re- 
quired, and accordingly permission was 
obtained today to put them on record 
as of the date when they should have 
been filed. 

The complaint and answer have not 
vet been filed, and the attorneys in the 
ease refused to discuss the charges on 
which the suit is brought. 


No statement could be obtained from 
Dr. Hopkins last night. é, 

Since the original action of his wife 
some months ago he has declined abso- 
lutely to make any statement or to dis- 
cuss the case in any detail. Just why 
Mrs. Hopkins sued her husband for di- 
vorce a mystery to those who are 
closest to him. 

For the past several years Dr. Hop- 
kins. who is reputed to be one of the 
wealthiest men in the south, has lived 
at hie home at Peachtree and Baker 
street’. while his wife spent most of 
her time in New York city, where her 
son, Russell Hopkins, lives. However, 
Mrs. Hopkins visited Atlanta occasion- 
ally and Dr. Hopkins took frequent) 
trips to New York. 

The first news of any marital dif- 
ference came when Dr. Hopkins insert- 
ed a personal advertisement in The New 
York Herald stating he would be re- 
sponsible for no bills save those of his 
own personal making. The suit for 
divorce followed shortly after this. 

Dr. Hopkins continues to live at his 
Peachtree residence, which ts perched 
up on a crag, now that the lot has 
been excavated around the house.

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CURTAIN RUNG UP

The surging stream of humanity that 
will pour through the retail shopping 
district today and until midnight will 
ring down the curtain on all pre- 
Christmas preparations, and tomorrow 
the same curtain will rise upon the 
brightest, happiest, most prosperous 
Yuletide it has been the glory of At- 
lanta to witness. 

Proclamations were issued yesterday 
by Chief Beavers and Mayor Wood- 
ward. Both urged sane observance of 
the day. The mayor insisted that 
Christmas was a holiday to be cele- 
brated in a Christian-like manner, and 
not to be devoted to bacchanalian rev- 
elry. Chief Beavers expressed similar 
sentiment. 

Fireworks, although being sold in 
great quantities, are under the ban. The 
police have also been instructed to pro- 
hibit confetti throwing on the streets 
tonight, but nothing was said against 
the usual fanfare that invigorates the 
crowded streets on Christmas eve, 
when youth and age alike turn their 
steps uptownward to mingle in the 
merry throng. 

It is going to be a rainy day today 
and tomorrow, the weatherman has the 
nerve to forecast, but there will be 
more happy souls within than sad. 
Rain cannot deter the fireside joys that 
accompany the greatest day of the 
year, neither can it put a damper on 
the traditional flowing bowl of nog. 

Must Be Orderly. 

Regarding the observation of Christ- 
mas, Chief Beavers yesterday issued 
the following proclamation: 

“Office of Police Headquarters— 
Christmas day truly should be a day 
of rejoicing and gladness for every one 
in Christendom, and should not be 
turned into drunken debauchery and 
rowdyism. Good people will not, bad 
people must not. 

“The men will be vigilant in enforc- 
ing the law prohibiting the carrying 
and discharging of firearms in the city 
during the holidays, and they will see 
that good order is preserved. 

“No discharging of fireworks will be 
allowed on the streets or firearms in 
the city. The captains and sergeants 
will see that this order is strictly com- 
plied with. 

(Signed) ‘Ss. i. BEAVERS.” 

And this from the mayor: 

“Mayor's Office, Atlanta-—To the 
People of Atlanta: The 25th day of 
December being the birthday of our 
Savior, it has been proclaimed a holi- 
day and should be properly observed 
by all Christian nations. Therefore, 
the same ig proclaimed a holiday in 
this city. It is to be hoped that the 
people of Atlanta generally will ob- 
serve the day in a proper spirit, and 
not use it as a time of bacchanalian 
revelry. 

“The law as regards fireworks will 
be strictly enforced and only such 
small crackers and the like will be 
allowed, and they to be burned on the 
premises and homes of our children. 
Anyone using the streets for such pur- 
poses will be subject to arrest, and 
the police department is hereby in- 
structed to keep vigilant watch for all 
offenders, and, as far as in their pow- 
er, to see that the day is properly ob- 
served. 

“It is hereby made the duty of the 
chief of police to see that this regu- 
lation is carried out to the letter.

ALFRED HENRY LEWIS, 
NOTED AUTHOR, DEAD 


New York, December 23.—Alfred 
Henry Lewis, newspaper man and writ- 
er of books, died today at the home 
of his brother here of an intestinal 
disorder. He has been ill only a few 
days. 

Mr. Lewis was born in Cleveland 55 
vears ago. Though a lawyer, he entered 
newspaper work in Kansas City in 1890, 
and subsequently established a repu- 
tation as one of the foremost political 
writers of the country. 

He was described as a prodigious 
worker and in fi:teen years produced 
eighteen books, many of which obtain- 
ed a wide circulation. He was well 
known also as a writer of western 
stories and of articles on underworld 
life in New York. 

He had been editor of “The Verdict,” 
a humorous weekly, but of late years 
he had been employed as a political 
writer by the Hearst papers.

Peking, China, December 28.—Presi- 
dent Yuan Shi-Kai today revived the 
worship of Heaven at the winter sol- 
stice, an observance neglected since 
: Fagan of the Manchu dynasty in 


Yuan Shi-Kai submitted a bill to the 
Chinese administrative council last Jan- 
uary prescribing the worship of heav- 
en and of Confucius for the president of 
China, and the measure was passed. 
That was regarded as tantamount to 
establishing a state religion for China. 

During the deliberations of the coun- 
cil it was set forth that the president 
of the republic should worship at the 
Temple of Confucius and at the Temple 
of heaven annually as had been the 
custom of the Chinese emperor. To- 
day’s function appears to be the exe- 
cution of purpose then set forth. 


POPE TRYING TO EFFECT

Rome, December 23.—Pope Benedict 
is trying to obdtain the consent of the 
belligerents to an exchange of war 
prisoners.

PLANS ARE ArOO] 
FOR SCHOOLS’ AND 


Board of Education Will 
Ask for $700,000 . From 
Current Revenues of the 
City to Meet Demands. 


Tentative plans for taking care of 
Atlanta’s school system for 1915 were 
started at the meeting of the finance 
committee of the school board Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when it was virtual- 
ly decided to ask the finance commit- 
tee of council for approximately $700,- 
000 from the current revenues of the 
city to meet the growing demands made 
on the school system. 

In making up its budget, the finance 
committee of the board only took into 
consideration such needed improve- 
ments and planned for only such addi- 
tional new schools as are absolutely 
necessary. The budget demands for 
the coming year exceed by nearly $100,- 
000 the demands of 1914 

The plans of the committee only pro- 
vide for the most imperative needs, 
and does not anticipate any part of the 
$1,000,000 which is provided for in the 
proposed bond issue. 

The extent of the plans of the com- 
mittee amount to a draft only of the 
budget. There will be another meeting 
of the committee next Tuesday after- 
noon, at which time all the various 
items in the budget will be discussed 
and put into shape for adoption by the 
entire board and for presentation to 
council. 

Big Gain in Values. 

Great impetus was given the move- 
ment for the proposed $3,000,000 bond 
issue Wednesday when the tax assess- 
ors—iMessrs. Malone, Meador and Har- 
rison—closed the tax books for 1914, 
and when Chief Clerk George Beau- 
champ made the announcement that 
taxable values in Atlanta show a gain 
of $9,453,335 over 1913. , 

The taxable values upon which the 
owners of property now pay taxes 
amounts to a grand total of $181,745,- 
339, against $172,292,004 in 19138. 

This gives the aggregate tax for the 
year of $2,405,205.08, which represents 
the grand total of revenue collected by 
the city from taxes alone. 

The amount of the aggregate tax 
last year was $2,283,209.16. 

A healthful tone of prosperity is re- 
flected in the big gains and completely 
refutes reports which have been cur- 
rent for months that there would be 
a falling off, or decline, of revenue, 
including the revenues of the city. The 
statement, which is official, is also an 
indication that despite the so-called 
financial depression, property owners 
of Atlanta have money. This much is 
certain from the announcement that 
out of the aggregate tax of $2,405,205.08 
only $360,837 was turned over to the 
city marshal to be collected by ff. fas. 
or other compulsory methods. Out of 
the total of delinquent taxes, the mar- 
shal reports having collected more than 
20 per cent of the total amount since 
the tax bills were turned over to his 
department. 

The total corporation tax assessmen* 
for the year is $18,453.936, or an ag- 
gregate tax of $230,674.56. 

Mayor Woodward said Wednesday 
that he was pleased with the showing 
made by the tax office during the year.

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United States and England 
Celebrate Century of Peace 


Today Is the One Hun- 
dredth Anniversary of the 
Signing of the Treaty of 
Ghent. 


New York, December 13+ The speople|. 


of the United States and Great’ Britain 
tomorrow will observe the 100th anni- 


versary of the signing of the Treaty of' 


Ghent, by reminding themselves that 
the day marks a century of 
among English-speaking nations. 

The original plans called for a series 
of celebrations in this country and 
across the water. It was to have begun 
in Ghent on Christmas Eve with a 
banquet tendered by the burgomaster 
to fifty representatives of the United 
States, fifty Englishmen, and fifty 
Canadians in the hall where the treaty 
was signed. This plan is upset by the 
fact that the ancient Belgian city now 
{is occupied by the Germans, with whom 
England is at war. 

To mark the day, the American and 
British committees, which had been ar- 
ranging for the peace centenary, issued 
communications for simultaneous pub- 
lication Thursday morning in the 
newspapers in England and the United 
States. 

Our Disarmed Frontier. 

The British statement expresses the 
hope that “the disarmed frontier be- 
tween the United States and Canada 
may long continue ag an example to 
the world of the safe defense of mutual 
respect and trust in the affairs of na- 
tions,” and prays that “the peace be- 
tween the British and American democ- 
racies, which has so long endured, 
may never be broken.” The British 
committee has purchased Sulgrave 
Manor, the ancestral home of George 
Washington in England, with a view 
to presenting it to the American peo- 
ple, but this feature of the celebration 
also has been postponed until after the 
war. 

The Ameritan committee, notwith- 
standing the war, purposes to earry out 
in part its original intention of cele- 
brating the peace centenary, and in 
its communication issued over the sig- 
nature of a number of widely Known 
citizens, urges suitable commemora- 
tion of ratification of the treaty by the 
United States, which followed immedli- 
ately upon the arrival of its draft in 
February, 1814. The dates specified 
are February 14, for exercises in 
churches of all denominations; Febru- 
ary 17 and 18, for formal addresses at 
state capitals, and -February 22, for 
exercises in the schools. 

American Communication. 

The American com:unti¢ation 
follows: 

“One hundred years ago today there 
was signed at Ghent, in Flanders, the 
treaty of peace between Great Britain 
and the United States, which marked 
the close of what has happily proved 
to be the last war between English- 
speaking peoples of the earth. ‘today 
the city of Ghent is at the very center 
of the terrible conflict that rages in 
Europe. 

“The American peace centenary com- 
mittee cannot permit this anniversary 
to pass without inviting the thought- 
ful attention of their fellow citizens 
to the contrast presented by the cen- 
tury-long period of peace with Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples have enjoyed 
among themselves on the one hand and, 
the appalling destruction of life, prop- 
erty and great monuments of civiliza- 
tion which the European war involves 
on the other. it had been our confi- 
dent hope that the example which the 
English-speaking peoples have set in 
their relations with each other would 
be followed by the other great nations 
of the earth in their several interna- 
tional relations. It had been our ear- 
nest desire that the spirit of peaceful 
and friendly co-operation which each 
of these peoples manifests toward the 
people of the United States would also 
mark their dealings with one another. 
Unfortunately this was not to be, and 
we are sorrowfully called upon to 
mark our centenary celebration in the 
midst of the most terrible and de- 
structive war that history records.

San Antonio, Texas, December .23.— 
That ‘Provisional President Eulalio 
Gutierrez had quit Mexico City due to 
enmity between him and Felipe Angeles 
and Zapatista chiefs, was reported to- 
day to T. R. Beltran, loca] constitution- 
alist consul. The message said the 
capital was governed by a commission 
composed equally of Villa and Zapata 
adherents and that another provisional 
president would be selected January 10. 


Scott and Hill Meet. 

Naco, Arizona, December 23.—Peace 
along the entire Mexican border is a 
possibility, as the result of conferences 
today and tonight between General 
Hugh L. Scott, United States chief of 
staff, and the two Mexican leaders of 
Sonora, 

“Very satisfactory,” was General 
Scott’s opinion of his conferences with 
Benjamin Hill, Carranza defender of 
Naco, Sonora. He deemed the result 
favorable to the final solution of the 
border prablem. The meeting lasted 
less than an hour, and was held in the 
bullet-damaged United States customs 
house, fifty feet north of the interna- 
tional boundary. 

Governor Maytorena, the besleger of 
the Mexican village, sent word that the 
Sonora law prohibiting him as govern- 
or from crossing the border without 
authority from the legislature prevent- 
ed his coming to General Scott's tent. 
His agents suggested he come as “mili- 
tary chief,” but he did not consent. A 
third appointment with him has been 
made for tomorrow, on the border four 
miles east of here. 

Mexican Is Lynched. 

San Antonio, Texas, December 23.— 
A Mexican, said to have been the slayer 
of Jailer Harry Hinton Sunday night at 
Oakville, Texas, was lynched today near 
that town. He was hanged to a tree 
and a number of bullets fired into his 
body. Three members of his family 
were given until nightfall to leave the 
county. 

Violence was threatened against Ysi- 
dro Gonzales, another Mexican arrested 
in the Hinton case, who is Yonfined in 
the Oakyille jail. The guard has been 
increased for hig protection.

Washington, December 23.—An offi- 
cial dispatch to the state department 
today from Vera Cruz said Carranza 
fordes had taken possession of the 
American plantation Monte Blanco,

Russians Victorious in Gali- 
cia and Pursue Small Ger- 
man Army Northwest of 
Warsaw Back Across the 
Frontier.

London, December 23.—(10:15 p. m.) 
The allies in the west, the.Germans in 
Poland and the Russians in East Prus- 
sia and Galicia continue offensive op- 
erations, but the advances have been 
so slight as to be almost imperceptible. 
In the long run, however, the ground 
gained may prove vital and the various 
armies are fighting with an intensity 
not exceeded since the war began. 

In Poland the center of interest has 
shifted slightly to the south. Finding 
the direct road to Warsaw blocked by 
Russian reinforcements, the Germans 
made an attack from the southwest 
and have reached Skierniewice, some 
40 miles from the Polish capital. They 
thus far have falled to pierce the Rus- 
sian lines, but have forced Grand Duke 
Nicholas to withdraw from before Cra- 
caw. In this, one of the chief aims of 
tlieir offensive against Russia, the 
yermans have been successful. 

In Galicia Russia has* resumed the 
offensive against the Austro-German 
forces which have poured in from the 
west and across the Carpathians. Ac- 
cording to the latest Petrograd report, 
the Russians have inflicted heavy 
losses on these forces, while in. the 
north they have pursued back into the 
interior of East Prussia, a small Ger- 
man army which made a feint at War- 
saw from the nerthwest. 

Although the allies have scored some 
successes in the west, they are meet- 
ing with stubborn resistance and mili- 
tary men warn? public that very

To Relleve Cracow. 


Russian military critics think the 
action in this territory is intended by 
the Germans to draw away the Rus-| 
sians from the vicinity of Cracow by 
threatening their communications. 

The official announcement of Rus- 
Sian successes in Galicia is interpret-| 
ed here as meaning a definite defeat 
of the third Austrian advance. The 
Russians claim to have taken the of- 
fensive, attacking successfully the en- 
tire southern frontier forces of the 
Austrians under General von Boehm- 
Ermolll. The attack extended along 
the River Dunajek as far as the upper 
valley of the San. The Austrians who 
advanced over the Mazolabcrotz pass in 
the Carpathians toward Dukla were 
attacked along a front from Liske to 
Sanak. The Austrians attempted to 
unite forces with the sgarrison at 
Przemysl. A series of attempts in that 
direction was reported to have failed. 
The Przemysl garrison, on December 
18, made a desperate sortie, but was 
driven back on the fortifications with 
heavy losses. Simultaneously the 
Austrian division which was advanc- 
ing toward Dukla was attacked with 
bayonets and forced to flee, leaving 
an enormous number of dead. The 
Russians captured 1,000 prisoners, in- 


o the west, on the road leading to 
Baltfeld, an Austrian corps was at- 
tacked by Russians at Ryoliatzi, on a 
front descending from Ryg to Yod- 
lov. The Austrians were thrown back, 
leaving’ about 1,500 dead on the field.

GERMANS MAKE ATTACK 
[N EASTERN ARENA. 


Berlin, December 23.—(Via London.) 
A report from the German army head- 
Quarters in the field states that a Ger- 
man attack has been made in the east- 
ern war arena, but whether the opera- 
tions were directed against the Rus- 
sian rear or main line is not stated. 

“The situation in Galicia,” the re- 
port Says, “has cleared. The Russians 
are holding the east bank of the Dun- 
ajec river to Tuchow (a town just 
south of Tarnow). Another Russian 
line extends to the southeast of Kros- 
no (on the railroad between Jazlo and 
Sanok). lieavy fighting is going on 
at both Tuchow and Krosno and als9 
at Bupkow pass.” 


Situation Unchanged. 

Berlin, December 23.—(R\ 
to Say ville. ) —Items' given 
by the official press bureau include: 

So far as can be determined from 
available reports, the situation has not 
altered materially in either front in 
the last twenty-four hours. 

Heavy fighting is proceeding along 
the Bzura river, where one may as- 
sume the Russian position is extremely 
strong. The Russian right apparently 
rests on the Vistula. affording it pro- 
tection from flank attacks; in the rear 
are Nowo Georgiewsk and the Warsaw 
fortresses. The fact that the Ger- 
mans crossed the Bzura and Rawka 
rivers Should render their task easier. 

Vienna’s report shows that com- 
parative quiet prevails in middle and 
southern Poland, but that the Russians 
have assumed the aggressive in Ga- 
licia at the cost of heavy losses. Along 
the lower Dunajec river the Russians 
are battling in the region northward 
and eastward of Unghvar, in the Car- 
pathians. No news has come for sev- 
eral days from the operations around 
Czernowitz nor from Servia. 

“According to a Constantinople dis- 
patch to The Frankfurter Zeitung, the 
army under Minister of Marine Dijiemal 
Pasha is marching from Damascus to- 
ward the Suez canal. A brother of the 
sheik of the Senussi is a member of 
Djemal’s staff.’ 


RUSSIANS REPORT 
CAPTURE OF TURKS. 


Petrograd, December 23.—The fol- 
lowing statement of the general staff 
of the Russian army in the Caucasus 
was issued this evening: 

“On the 224 the Turks again showed 
evidence of great activity in the direc. 
tion of Olti (fifty-five miles west of 
Kars). They made a series of attacks 
in the direction of Sary-Kamysh, but 
these failed. 

“The Turks’ offensive in the direc- 
tion of Van was turned into a defensive 
movement, which, however, our troops 
succeeded in breaking after stubborn 
resistance.

No visitors may go to any 
of their docks and when vessels leave 
no one is allowed aboard who is un- 
known to officials. Passengers have 
to furnish proofs of their identity be- 
fore they are permitted to go aboard. 
All baggeg is scrutinized carefully and 
the cargo is thoroughly inspected be- 
fore it is taken on. 

To prevent the possibility of an at- 
tempt by longshoremen to place aboard 
explosives or to damage the ships, a 
squad of detectives, disguised as long- 
shoremen, have  ‘veen working for 
weeks on the docks. 


PORTUGUESE AFRICA

Germans have again invaded Angola, 
Portuguese West Africa.

WIRELESS DISMANTLED 


Canal Authorities Took Radic! 
From British Steamer Aft- 
er Code Messages. 


Washington, December 23.—Lieu- 
tenant Crenshaw, naval radio officer 
at the Panama canal zone, cabled the 
navy department today that the wire- 
le8ss apparatus of the British steamer 
Protesilaus, in Balboa harbor, was 
dismantled by canal zone police De- 
cember 10, after it was found she had 
been sending code messages. 

The cruiser ‘Tacoma is at Cristobal 
to enforce neutrality and the navy de- 
partment is considering the possibilli- 
ty of dispatching another vessel to 
the canal zone. 

A British statement recently to the 
navy department said Governor 
Goethals had said in a written com- 
munication that he had been misin- 
formed when he charged that a Brit- 
ish collier was using its radio outfit 
contrary to. neutrality. Officials here 
now assume that the governor had 
reference to another’ British ship 
which also figured in the official dis- 
patches as having violated the canal 
rules by leaving Balboa without 
clearance papers, and that the vessel 
had been confounded with the Pro- 
tesilaus. The unnamed collier had no 
wireless apparatus. 

The Protesilaus is a British mer- 
chant steamer of 6,118 tons, which, 
under charter of the British govern- 
ment, sailed from Victoria, B. C., in 
November for Balboa, Panatna Canal 
Zone. It was assumed she carried 
coal and supplies for British naval 
vessels.

New York, December 23.—The re- 
quest made by Governor Goethals, of 
the canal zone, for the dispatch of 
American warships to the canal to 
preserve American neutrality was 
made at the request of naval officers

“In recommending that the ships 
be sent I was governed by the recom- 
mendations made to me by the naval 
officers.”

The Britisch committee’s 
ment is: 

“On Christmas Eve, 1814, in the old 
Carthusian monastery in the city of 
Ghent, the plenipotentiaries of Great 
Britain and the United States signed 
the treaty of Ghent, which brought to 
a close the last war between these 
great English-speaking peoples. There 
have been many and grave Anglo- 
American disputes and difficulties since 
then, but they have all been dealt with 
successfully by the «enachinery of con- 
ciliation and arbitration. Today these 
two nations can rejoice together over 
the significant achievement of a com- 
pleted century of. peace. 

“Preparations to mark the century 
by an impressive series of public ctre- 
monies, and by works of permanent 
value, have been in progress for some 
time under the auspices of representa- 
tive national committees of Great Brit- 
ain, the United States of America and 
the Dominion of Canada. 

“The outbreak of the terrible Euro- 


state- 


pean war, in which our country has 
been called to take part in the defense 
of the faith of treaties, and in the de- 
fense of smaller and weaker nation- 
alities, has interfered with our projects 
for the celebration and compelled a 
postponement. The noble city of 
Ghent is in the occupation of a hos- 
tile soldiery. Both the Belgian people 
and ourselves are absorbed in the 
tasks and sacrifices made neeessary 
by the nature of the struggle to which 
they are pledged. We must hold over 
our rejoicings for the blessings of the 
hundred years of British-American 
peace until the European war is over. 

Today we can only recall to the 
paorte mind with deep thankfulness 
he century’s record of peaceful tri- 
umphs which is now completed, and 
utter the prayer that the peace be- 
tween the British and American de- 
mocracies, which has so long endured, 
may never be broken, and that the 
disarmed frontier between the United 
States and Canada may long continue 
as an example to the world of the 
safe defense of mutual respect and 
trust in the affairs of nations. 

“The time will soon, we hope, come 
when we can announce a new time- 
table for the celebration of the hun- 
dred years’ peace, when the story of 
what the Inglish-speaking peoples 
have accomplished may bring good 
cheer and fresh courage to a world 
exhausted by war. 

“In the meantime, we 
American cousins with a greeting of 
good-will.” 5;

AUSTRIA BALKS. 


The reliable Associated Press reports 
that popular sentiment throughout Austria 
is steadily arraying itself against the con- 
tinuance of the war, and that some of the 
Austrian non-Teutonic provinces show un- 
mistakable signs of revolt, at least passive 
in its nature.

DISCOUNT RATES LOWERED 
BY FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS 


IN ATLANTA AND RICHMOND 


The federal reserve board at Washington 
yesterday notified the reserve banks in At- 
lanta and Richmond that their discount rates, 
effective Monday, December 28, will be as 
follows: 

. Five per cent up to and including sixty 
days. 

Five and one-half per cent for more than 
sixty and including ninety days. 

Six per cent for more than ninety days. 

The discount rates which will be aban- 
doned on December 28 are as follows: 

Five per cent for thirty days and under. 


Five and one-half per cent for more then 
thirty days and including sixty. 

Six per cent for more than sixty days. 

Asks Pertinent Questions. 

In reference to the discount rates of the 
federal reserve banks, The Constitution is in 
receipt of the following interesting and per- 
tinent communication: 

Editor Constitution: The city press for 
the past week contained the following state- 
ments relating to the new federal reserve 
banks: 

“The reduction of the discount rate 
was approved by the board. A _ rate of 
5 per cent will be allowed on thirty- 
day. maturities, 6 per cent on seixty- 
day maturities and 6 per cent on ma- 
turities of longer duration. 

“The Atlanta bank wanted the lower 
discount rate because there is between 
$60,000,000 and $70,000,000 of emergen- 
cy currency, secured by its best paper, 
which can better be used to secure re- 
serve notes.” 

“It is the policy of the southeastern 
bank to reduce its discount rate as stead- 
ily as produce allows and business con- 
ditions require. In asking for the pres- 
ent reduction, the bank pointed out that 
in its territory there is between $60,000,-. 
000 and $70,000,000 of emergency -curren- 
cy, secured by its best paper, ‘which 
could be used to better purpose in se- 
curing reserve notes. It is very much to 
the interest of the southeast that the 
reduction has been authorized. 

“Indeed, the usefulness of the bank 
and the extent to which it fulfills the 
purpose of the new banking and cur- 
rency system will depend largely upon 
the rate of discount.” 


“Wiashington, December 16.—(Special.) 
That the federal reserve bank of Atlan- 
ta is fully. justifying its existence and 
meeting the reasonable demands of the 
business situation in its district, was con- 
tended today by Edward T. Brown, fed- 
eral reserve agent. He is opposed to fur- 
ther reduction in the rediscount rate be- 
low 5 per cent*for short-time paper, which 
is demanded by Senator Hoke Smith. 
The latter holds that the bank is not do- 
ing all it might to aid business and 
should be able to furnish cheaper money. 
He suggests a 4% per cent rate, saying 
if the bank does not put out more money 
it will be unable to pay expenses.

In view of the conflicting opinions set 
forth in the above extracts, will The Consti- 
tution, with its characteristic courtesy, ex- 
plain for its readers the advantages of the 
new currency law? 


What Are the Advantages? 


What advantage will result to bankers, 
merchants, individuals and especially cotton 
producers, by the retirement of $60,000,000 or 
$70,000,000 of Aldrich-Vreeland currency now 
in circulation, and the issue in its place of 
the same amount of federal reserve notes? 

The Aldrich-Vreeland money is ODased 
upon approved collateral, together with 5 per 
cent deposit of gold. To retire these and 
issue federal notes will call for 35 per cent 
additional gold reserve. 

The Aldrich-Vreeland notes cost the banks 
$ per cent per annum for the first month 
and % of 1 per cent increase each month 
up to a maximum rate of 6 per cent, and the 
notes may be retained by the banks of issue 
just as lome as they are profitable. On the 
other hand, the federal reserve rate begins 
at 56 to 6 per cent and requires 40 per cent of 
gold and the same collatéral. 

Why the higher discount rate and higher 
gold reserve required by the new currency 
law? 

If the new currency law is the great 
achievement claimed for it; if it is really the 
“emancipation of credit’ from the dominance 
of New York, why is it that to reduce the 
discount rate is opposed by some because of 
the fact that the money taken out by the 
banks at a lower rate would go to New York? 
Has not this new law destroyed the power 
of New York to control the rate of interest? 

These questions are asked in the hope of 
a better understanding of the new law, and 
that the new la'iw will accomplish all it was 
intended to do. The statement of the At- 
lanta reserve bank, December 18, which 
serves six southern cotton states, shows cash 
resources of nearly $6,000,000 and only loans 
averaging $100,000 to each of the six states 
in the Atlanta district.

Questions Answered. 

The questions asked by Dr. Miller in the 
foregoing communication were submitted to 
Joseph A. McCord, governor of the Atlanta 
federal reserve bank, who declined to. make 
a statement. They were then ssulpmitted to 
another expert on financial affairs, ‘who gave 
out ‘this illuminating interview: 

“In reference to the rate of discount for 


; of member 


the federal reserve banks, I will say at the 
present time the twelve reserve banks now 
have the same rate, applicable to each 
throughout the Unit States. The rates 
until December 28 are: 5 per cent for thirty- 
day paper and under; 5% per cent for over 
thirty days and up to sixty, and 6 per cent 
for over sixty days and beyond. In this last 
class is what is known as agricultural paper, 
that is, loans to farmers for their crop 
purposes, but this does not include any loans 
upon real estate, or any fixed investments, 
but must be on the product of the farm. The 
short-time paper can either be of this class 
or arising out of commercial or industrial 
transactions. : 

“There has been a certain desire on the 
part of some who do not fully understand 
the situation that these rates should be 
lowered to meet the rate of the New York 
banks. We are quite sure of the fact that 
those who contend for this lower rate are 
not fully cognizant of the service that is 
being rendered by the reserve banks at this 
time. Take the Sixth district, in which the 
federal reserve bank of Atlanta is located. 
In this district there is outstanding at the 
present time $22,000,000 of Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency. It ‘would never have been possi- 
ble for this currency to have been issued 
on the notes of the banks had not the federal 
reserve act become a law. Therefore, the 
Aldrieh-Vreeland currency is a part of the 
federal reserve act, and while this amount of 
currency is outstanding, the credits of this 
section have been transformed into actual 
money to the extent of $22,000,000, and this 
money has moved such of the cotton crop 
that has been moved, and met the many 
other obligations of the people in this sec- 
tion. Had it not been for this currency there 
is no question but what the banks of this 
distriet, as well as all of the other districts, 
would, as in the pom, have been forced to 
the issuance of clearing house certificates, 
This was prevented by this clause being in- 
serted in the federal reserve act. 


Must Be in Readiness. 


“Now, with $22,000,000 of outstanding Ald- 
rich-Vreeland notes, which must be retired 
by the 30th day of June, 1915, and the ba- 
sis on which this currency was taken, being 
the notes of the merchants, manufacturérs 
and farmers of this district, it very naturally 
would be the function of the federal reserve 
bank to hold itself in readiness to take care 
of such volume of that outstanding currency 
2s will not be liquidated by the sale of cot- 
ton and other products by the time the 
banks desire to retire it. One reason why 
the banks of the district have not availed 
themselves of discount with the federal re- 
serve bank is that this Aldrich-Vreeland cur- 
rency costs them 3 per cent per annum for 
the first three months, with a rise of % of I 
per cent per annum for each additional month, 
and just at the present time the currency 
is costing the banks 3% per cent per annum. 
In January some of the banks who took 
out the currency in August will be paying 
41%, per cent; those who took it out in Sep- 
tember will pay 4 per cent, and thus it rises 
\% of 1 per cent each month. As it is near- 
ing the point where the rates charged by 
the federal reserve bank, counting the over- 
head charges necessary in handling the Ald- 


rich-Vreeland currency, such as shipment of | 


rediscounts and getting new bills, costing 
60 cents per thousand each way, with the 
maintenance of an office — 25 cents 
per thousand per month, these banks who 
now have out the Aldrich-Vreeland currency 
will naturally turn their discounts toward 
the federal reserve bank. 

“Tt therefore stands to reason that the 
best duty and service the federal reserve 
bank can render the people is to be ready 
to take care of this volume of currency 
when the transformation takes place. It 
would be unwise and unsound to lower the 
rates any more than they were lowered by 
the federal reserve board today, to take away 
frem New York the credits that they are 
willing to carry at a lower rate than the 
federal banks are, because you would prob- 
ably create a redundancy, thus setting them

up in further competition and reducing the 


rates beyond a reasonable basis, at which 
the country can hope or expect for a good, 
legitimate, sound and safe business. 


Will Have Made Expenses. 


“The Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta 
will no doubt be called on for discounts, car- 
rying their loans up to something like 
$4,000,000 or $5,000,000, and possibly more, 
within the next three or four months. If 
they handle this volume of accommodations 
for the banks of this district, say at 6 to 5% 
per cent, then they will have made their 
expenses without any trouble, and will have 
gone a long way towards paying a dividend 
to the member banks for the amount of stock 
they have placed therein. Furthermore, it 
must be taken into consideration that the 
federal reserve banks are only government 
banks to the extent of their control and 
management. The capital is paid in by the 
national banks, and state banks that have 
joined the system, which are known as mem- 
ber banks. The deposit is the dead reserves 
that were in the banks’ vaults that could 
not be’ used by the banks themselves, but 
have simply been transferred from the 
banks’ vaults to the federal reserve banks, 
thus mobilizing the reserves where they can 
be of inestimable value in handling a situa- 
tion that is now upon us. 

“May we not further call attention to 
the fact that the Bank of England's rate is 
nearly always higher than the stock banks’ 
rate of London? The Bank of England 
stands ready to relieve the situation from 
time to time, as it may arise, and in this 
way they make sufficient profit to take care

AUTUMN AND 


WINTER MILD 


DESPITE. PREV AILING IDEA, 


POINTS OUT 


YON HERRMANN 


Editor Constitution:,-The general opinion 
is that the autumn and beginning of the 
winter of-#914-15 has been unusually ‘severe, 
and many people have received the impres- 
sion that previous records in this respect 
have been broken. It is pertinent to inquire 
what grounds there are for this impression, 
and to investigate from the official records 
to what extent it is true. 3 

The impression that the winter has set in 
early and severe is based mainly on the fact 
that Atlanta has experienced very low tem- 
peratures on two occasions this year. The 
figures themselves are interesting. 

On November 20 the minimUm 
ture registered 14 degrees, which is the low- 
est temperature that has occurred in Novem- 
ber since the weather bureau was establish- 
ed, in 1879. Again, on December 15, the tem- 
perature fell to a minimum of 11 degrees. 

These are both low temperatures for 
Atlanta. 

In addition 
rainy weather has

much disagreeable, cloudy, 
been experienced, which 
is quite contrary to our normal conditions 
for the season of the year. The periods from 
November 16 to 25 and December 10 to 23 
were decidedly below the average in ‘tem- 
perature. 

An investigation of the records 
local office of the weather bureau, however, 
show how extremely difficult it is to break 
the records! 

November Comparatively Warm. 


Let us take the month of November, for 
example. Although it is true that the tem- 
perature of 14 degrees on November 20, 1914, 
was the lowest temperature on record for 
November, the month as a whole must be 
classed as comparatively warm. 

The following comparison with the cold- 
est Novembers on record will clearly show 
this:

In all these years November was decided- 
ly colder than in 1914, more especially in 
1880, 1901 and 1911. It is seen that in 1914 
the month was slightly above the average 
in mean temperature, in spite of the fact 
that the minimum for the entire period of 
thirty-six years occurred that month. 

The trouble is that the cold weather was 
not of long enough duration to bring down 
the mean. The first half and last few days of 
November, 1914, were quite warm, and there 
was only one period of five days’ duration 
minimum temperatures consecu- 
tively below freezing, namely from the 17th 
to Zist. In 1898 there was a similar period 


| of six days with minimum temperatures con- 


tinuously below freezing, in 1903 there were 
eight days with the minimum below 82 de- 
grees, etc, 

The precipitation for November, 1914, was 
much above the normal, the monthly total 
being 4.389 inches, as compared with a nor- 
mal of 8.40 inches. A trace of snow fell on 
the 19th, but we all recollect the remarkable 
snowstorm of the night before Thanksgiving 
day in 1912, when 2.2 inches fell at Atlanta, 
and snowbailing was fashionable for a day 
Or two.

Editor Constitution: You did a mighty fine 
piece of work Tuesday when you printed 
the article by Herbert N. Casson on “What 
Is the Matter With the United States?’

And I asked the same question again on 
Monday when I had a talk with some At- 
lanta manufacturers at an informal meeting 
in the Hotel Winecoff.

The European war has opened great pos- 
sibilities to our manufacturers, both at home 
and abroad. Europe wants our manufactured 
goods, yet we are making no effort to sup- 
ply their needs. Our imports from Europe 
have virtually been shut off and we stand 
aghast when Wwe realize how dependent we 
have been on European markets for the very 
goods that we make better and cheaper in 
this country. Somehow we Americans seem 
to put more confidence in an imported article 
than one “made in America.”

As regards monthly mean temperatures, 
December, to a certain extent, substantiates 
the impression of being a cold winter’ month, 
as it was decidedly below normal in tem- 


perature from the tenth to the twenty-third.

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Colder Decembers. 

It will be seen that December in 1886. 
1901, 1903, 1910, and especially December. 1904. 
were all colder than December, 1914. Puring 
December of the present year the minimuw 
temperature was below freezing for a period 
of nine consecutive days, from the tenth to 
the eighteenth, but in 1909 it was below 
freezing for a period of sixteen consecutive 
days, and the record has also been surpassed 
in seven other Decembers. 

The preeipitation for December, 1914. is 
nearly normal, though there have been a» 
unusual number of, cloudy, rainy days. The 
snowfall was 1.2 inches on the thirteentiy. 
but this amount has been exceeded in sev. 
eral previous Decembers, notably in 1896. 
when 6.2 inches (unmelted) fell on the 
second. 

Lastly, combing the records for November 
and December, it is found that the coldest 
November and December on record at At- 
lanta occurred in 1901, mean 43.5 degrees, 
and departure 4.7 degrees below normal: the 
next coldest in 1903, mean 43.9 degrees, de- 
parture 4.3 degrees below normal; in 1889 
the mean, was 44.7 degrees and departure 4.5 
degrees below normal The same figures for 
1914 are mean for November and December 
46.6 degrees, or 1.6 degrees below the nor- 
mal; 1914 stands ninth on the list for thirty- 
six years. 

It is an interesting inquiry, “Does an 
early winter imply an early spring?” The 
general impression is that such ig the case. 
but the cold, unpoetical facts prove quite 
the contrary. The fact may be ascertained 
by noting the date of the last killing frost 
in spring following the coldest autumns or 
the coldest November and December. The 


‘average date for the last killing frost in 
i spring at Atlanta, based on observations for 


thirty-six years, is March 29. The following 


records are pertinent: 
Pertinent Records. 


Coldest autumn on record, 1880; last kill- 
ing frost next spring, April 6. 

Coldest November and December on rec- 
ord, 1901; last killing frost next spring, 
April 9. 

Next coldest November and December, in 
1903; last killing frost next spring, April 4. 

In November and December, 1904, both 
months were below the normal in tempera- 
ture and the last killing frost next spring 
occurred April 17, the latest date on record. 

On the other hand, November and Decem- 
ber, 1879, were unusually warm (November 
1.9 degrees and December 6.1 degrees above 
normal) and the last Killing frost next spring 
occurred February 15, the earliest date on 
record. ’ 

In 1883, November 2.2 degrees and De- 
cember 2.7 degrees above normal; last killing 
frost next spring March ll, 

In 1889, November and December 11.7 de- 
grees above normal; last kflling frost next 
spring March 17. 

The reason for this fact so contrary to 
the general belief is as follows: The’ tem- 
perature of the air is determined almost en- 
tirely by the temperature of the ground. An 
early winter indicates that the ground wil! 
be cooled to considerable depths, so that j 
cannot readily recover its warmth in sprin.w 
On the other hand, if severe cold be delayed 
until late January or February, the ground 
has not time to be cooled to any great depth 
and warms up readily in spring, making 
spring frosts earlier. 

The desire to have all previous records 
broken is such a natural and amiable trait 
of human nature that I must apologize te 
vour readers for being such an iconoclast.

Mrs. Bohnefeld Says That She 
Knows Nothing of Her 
Own Knowledge.

Both Sheriff C. W. Mangum, of the 
county jail, and Mrs.’Mary Bohnefeld, 
matron. at the police station, issued 
statements Wednesday in defense of 
the cell arrangements for women at 
the Tower, alleged to be improper in 
to segregation of sex, and 
which allegations prompted the min- 
isters in the city to discuss a pro- 
posed investigation into the matter. 
Matron Bohnefeld’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“I haven't been in the jail for ten 
years with the exception of going to 
the office now and then, and know 
absolutely nothing of conditions 
there. 

“Women prisoners have complained 

to me, it is true, but they have not 
singled out the jail. As is natural 
with prisoners, they have complained 
about conditions in every place in 
which they happened to be confined— 
the city barracks, the stockade and 
the jail, impartially. Prisoners don't 
like to be locked up and are naturally 
anxious to express grievances.” 
. William M. Smith, attorney for Mrs. 
Bohnefeld, has written.in her behalf 
to Sheriff Mangum, dischtaiming criti- 
cism on her part regarding ‘the jail. 

Sheriff Mangum gave ou the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The women are segregated abso- 
lutely from the men, and the men 
couldn’t look into their quarters un- 
they looked through a heavy 
and a double stone wall,” he

Said: 
“The white women have the best 
quarters of any prisoners. They are 
kept in a large room on the third 
floor west, directly over my own 
apartments, at the Tower. Mrs. E. lL. 
Hayes, a most competent lady, 
wife of the jail engineer, is the ma- 
tron. She is with the risoners at 
nearly all times, and has Bireet charge 
over them. She sleeps in the jail. 
Under her supervision the quarters 
for the women are clean and com- 


fortable. 

“The where the white 
women the third west is 
reached by a passageway leading 
around the cells of the colored wom- 
en, separated from these cells and 
from this passageway by a double 
wall and a steel door, which is kept 
locked. None of the men prisoners 
can enter the corridor leading around 
the engro women’s cells, through 
which they would have to pass before 
reaching the locked door of the white 
women’s room.

THINK WALKER SHOT | 
WITH OWN PISTOL 


Friends of the Young Man 
Scout at the Idea of 
Suicide. 


Further evidence brought out 
through the investigation of the au- 
thoritiegs of Lithonia into the mysteri- 
ous death of C. C. Walker, the young 
minjng engineer who was found dead 
on the Union Grove road early Tuesday 
morning, indicate that Walker was 
held up and robbed and shot with his 
own pistol. 

Walker was shot through the right 
temple, according to Drs. Bell and 
Webb, and the bullet passed through 
the head. The pistol with which the 
deed is believed to have been commit- 
ted was found near Walker’s body with 
two cartridges exploded. 

Friends advance the theory’ that 
Walker fired the two shots at the men 
who assailed him, and that they closed 
in on him and that one of the men 
pressed a pistol against his head and 
fired. 

Information from Lithonia Wednes- 
day was to the effect that Walker was 
supposed to have left Atlanta with $800 
in his pocket, and that he was followed 
by the men who Knew that he .jhad the 
money. Walker drew the money out 
of bank while in Atlanta and was mak- 
ing plans to invest it in a stone quarry. 

Friends indignantly deny that he 
committed suicide. 

The. body was removed to Union 
Grove Tuesday night following the in- 
quest, and the funeral was held Wed- 
nesday.

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12,000,000 BREWERY 
IN RECEIVERS HANDS 


Voting “Dry” of Many States 
Given as Reason by Co- 
lumbus Company. 


Columbus, Ohio, December 23.—The 
Hoster-Columbus Breweries company, 
a $12,000,000 corporation, went into the 
hands of receivers today on order of 
the federal court. Decreased demand 
for beer, adverse legislation and the 
voting “dry” of many states and coun- 
ties in the last eight years was given 
as the cause. 

The appointment of recelvers was 
made by Judge Sater upon a showing 
that the company had defaulted pay- 
ment upon a judgment of $3,518. 

The company had $4,350,000 outstand- 
ing capital stock and $4,899,000 out- 
standing bonds, with $6,000,000 stock 
and the same amount of bonds author- 
ized. Most stocks and bonds were se- 
cured by porteages on property own- 
ed. by thé brewery company in Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
Vania, Indiana and New Jersey. 

In its statement the company de- 
clared the voting dry of West Virginia 
was “the last straw” in a series of 
legislative acts which reduced serious- 
ly the sale of its product, 

Reviewing the passage of lawe in 
Ohio by which they said their busi- 
ness was reduced, officials of the corn- 
pany concluded with this statement: 

“In 1914 the crowning blow came in 
the loss of West Virginia, where we did 
a business of nearly $500,000 a year, 
to say nothing of old Virginia's voting 
dry, to go into effect in 1916. 

Phe company has no debts or lia- 
bilities except its regular monthly ac- 
counts, accumulated since December 1, 
and the interest on its outstanding 
bonds from July 1, due January 1, to- 
gether with ‘sinking fund require- 
ments.”’
